Response to Arguments 



Applicant's arguments filed 1/30/2006 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. Regarding claim 7, Layne does teach the incorporation of a scheduler feature, e.g., 
sequence task controllers (136), within the disclosed automated testing apparatus. Layne does 
teach that the apparatus uses a task controller to determine if it has enough materials, such as 
reagents or device components, such as container tubes, available to complete test procedures. 
Layne further teaches that the apparatus generates start-up times and optimizes tasking 
sequences performed by the apparatus (see col. 9, lines 40 - 59).
